NOSOLOGY  is  the  general 
Hiftory  or  defcription  of  Dif- 
eafes,  arranged  in  fyftematic  order. 

By  the  fyftematic  method  the 
Hiftory  of  Difeafes,  like  the  fubjedfc 
of  natural  Hiftory,  are  arranged  into 
Clafles,  orders,  genera,  and  fpecies  ; 
the  ClafTes  are  marked  by  certain 
fymptoms  common  to  each.      The 
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orders  all  agree  in  having  the  fame 
marks  with  the  clafs  to  which  they 
belong,  together  with  feme  additional 
ones  peculiar  to  the  order.  The  ge- 
nera have  all  the  marks  and  circum- 
ftances,  of  the  Clafs  and  order,  and 
befidts  have  fome  which  diftinguifli 
the  Genus— -And  the  fpecies  have  all 
the  marks  and  tokens cf  Clafs,  order, 
and  Genus,  with  the  (till  farther 
dition  of  fymptoms,  or  circumftan- 
ces  which  give  the  fpecific  cha- 
racter. 
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Class.  I.     PYREXIA. 

A  FREQUENT  pulfe,  coming  on  af- 
ter an  horror  or  forae  degree  of  cold 
fl'vering,  considerable  heat,  many  of  the 
functions  injured,  the  Strength  of  the  limbs, 
efpecially  diminished. 

Order  ift.  Febres.  Pyrexia,  without  any 
primary  local  affecYion,  following  the 
languor,  laflitude,  and  other  Symptoms  of 
debility. 

Se&.  I.  Intermittents,  ariSing  from  the 
miafma  of  marfhes,  with  an  apyrexia,  or 
intermifiion,  oratleaftan  evident  remiifi- 
on,  but  the  difeafe  returns  constantly,  and 
for  the  moll  with  an  horror  or  trembling  ; 
there  is  only  one  paroxifm  in  a  day.

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Genus  ift.  Tertians,  fimilar  paroxifrns  with 
an  interval  of  about  fortyeight  hours , 
coming  on  at  noon.

Q.  VIII.  Ophthalmia.  A  rednefs  and  pain 
of  the  Eye,  with  an  inability  to  bear  the 
light,  for  the  mofi  part  with  an  effafion  of 
Tears. 
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The  fpecics  and  vari«ties  of  ophthalmia 
are.  I.   Idiopathic. 

1.  Ophthalmia  (of  the  membranes)  in  the 
tunica  adnata  and  the  membranes  lying 
under  it,  or  the  Coats  of  the  Eye. 

A.  Varying  in  the  degree  of  the  external  in- 
flammation. 

B.  In  the  internal  Coats  affe&ed. 

2.  Ophthalmia  (of  the  tarfus  or  cartila- 
ginous edge)  of  the  eye-iids,  with  fwell- 
iag,  ierofion,  and  glutinous  exudation. 

Tr.   Symptomatic. ' 

1.  From  a  Difeafe  of  t>.e  Eveitfclf. 

2.  From  difeafe  of  o:her  paits,  or  of  the 
whole  body. 

G.JX.  Phrcnitis.  Violent  pyrexia,  pain  of 
the  head,  redn'jfs  of  the  face  and  Eyes,  in- 
ability to  endure  the  light  or  any  noifc  ; 
watchfulnefs  j  a  fierce  delirium  or  Typho- 
mar.ia. 

I.  Idiopathic. 
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IT.  Symtomatic. 

G.  X.  Cynanche.  Pyrexia  fometimes,  in- 
clining to  a  Typhus  ;  difficulty  of  fwal- 
lowing  and  breathing  ;  with  a  fenfation  of 
riarrownefs in  the  fauces. 

The  fpecies  are, 

I.  Cynanche  (tonftllaris)  affecting  the  mu- 
cus membrane  of  the  fauces,  but  efpeci- 
ally  the  Tonfils,  with  rednefs  andfwelling 
accompanied  with  a  Synocha. 

II.  Cynanche  (maligna)  affe&ing  the  Ton- 
fils, and  macus  membrane  of  the  fauces 
with  fwelling,  rednefs,  and  mucufcruib  of 
a  whitifh  or  a(h  colour,  creeping,  and 
covering  ulcers  ;  with  a  Typhus  Fever 
and  exanthemata. 

III.  Cynanche  (trachealis)  attended  with 
difficulty  of  refpiration,  noify  and  hoarfe 
Infpiration,  loud  cough,  without  any  ap- 
parent Tumour  in  the  fauces,  fomewhat 
difficult  deglutition,  and  a  Synocha. 

IV.  The  Pharyngea.  Attended  with  red- 
nefs in  the  bottom  of  the  fauces,  very  dif-

ficultand  painful  deglutition.    Refpiration 
Efficiently  free,  and  a  Synocha. 

V.   The  Parotidcea.     With   great    fwdlin 
of  the  parotids  and  maxillary  Glands  ap- 
pearing on  theoutfide,  the  refpiration  and 
deglutition  but  little  injured  ;  a  Syncclu 
for  the  moft  part  mild. 

Defeafes  of  this  genus  are  fymptomntic,  ti 
ther  from  external  or  internal  caufes. 

G.  XI.     Pneumonia.     Pyrexia,  with  a  pa-:. 

in  feme  part  of  the  thorax  difficult  Re- 
fpiration and  cough.     The  fpecies  are. 

I.  (PeKpneumony)  with  a  pulfe  not  always 
Sri,  but  fometimes  foft,  an  obtufe  pain 
of  the  breaft,  the  refpiration  always  diffi- 
cult ;  fometimes  the  patient  cannot  breathe 
unlefs  in  an  upright  pofture  ;  the  face 
fwelled  and  of  a  livid  colour,  the  ccugh 
for  the  mofl  part  moift,  frequently 
Bloody. 

I.  Simple  Idiopathic  peripneumonies.  Va- 
rying in  degree. 

2..  Idiopathic  Peripneumonies  complicated 
with  fever. 
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3«  Symtomatic  Pcripneumonies. 

II.  Pleurify.  With  a  hard  pulfei  for  the 
mpft  part  attended  with  a  pungent  pain 
of  one  fide  augmented  chiefly  during  the 
time  of  Infpiration,  an  uneafinefs  whenly- 
ing  on  the  fide,  a  moft  painful  cough  ;  dry 
in  the  beginning  of  the  Difeafe,  after- 
wards moid  ;  and  frequently  bloody.

2.  Pleurifies,  complicated  (i)  with  fever

G.  XII.  Carditis.  Pyrexia,  pain  about 
the  heart,  anxiety,  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing, cough,  unequal  puife,  palpitation  of 
the  heart  and  fainting. 

I.  Idiopathic. 

II.  Symtomatic. 
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G.  XIII.  Peritonitis.  Pyrexia,  pain  of 
the  belly,  exafperated  by  an  upright  pof- 
ture,  without  the  proper  figns  of  other 
abdominal  Phlegmafia?.  If  the  Diagnotirs 
of  the  following  Difeafes  are  given,  they 
may  be  reckoned  as  fo  manyfpeciesofthn 
genus. 

The  Species  are 

I.  Peritonitis,  (propria)  fituated  in  the 
Peritonaeum  properly  fo  called,  furround- 
ingthe  infide  of  the  abdomen. 

II.  Peritonitis  (omentalis)  in  the  peritonoem 
extended  through  the  omentum. 

III.  Peritonitis  (mefenterica)  in  the  peri- 
tonaeum fpread  through  the  mefentery. 

G.  XV.  Gafiritii.  Pyrexia,  inclining  to 
a  Typhus,  anxiety,  pain  and  heat  of  the 
epigaftrium,  augmented  when  any  thing  is 
taken  into  the  ftomach,  an  inclination,  to 
vomit,  and  an  immediate  rejection  of 
every  thing  fwallowed,  an  hickup. 

I.  Idiopathic. 

i.  From  internal  caufes. 
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A.  Capitis  (phkgmonodea)  attended  with 
acute  pain  and  violent  pyrexia. 

2.  From  external  caufes. 

B.  Gajiritis   (eryfipelatofa)  with  a  lefs  vio- 
lent fever  and  pain  ;  an  eryfipelatous  red- 

i    nefs  appearing  on  the  fauces. 

II.  Symtomatic. 

G.  XVI.  Enteritis.  Pyrexia  of  a  Typhus  - 
nature;  pungent  pain  of  the  Belly, 
ftretching  and  twilling  round  the  navel ; 
vomiting ;  the  belly  obftinately  bound. 

I.  Idiopathic. 

Species  are, 

i.  Enteritis  (phlegmonodcsa)  with  acute 
pain,  violent  fever,  vomiting  and  conftipa- 
tion  of  the  belly. 

2.  Enteritis  (eryfipelatofa)  with  lefs  accote 
fever  and  pain,  without  vomiting,  b\»t  ac- 
companied with  a  Diarrhoea. 

II.  Symtomatic  Species. 
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G.  XVII.  Hepatitis,  Pyrexia,  tenfion  and 
pain  of  the  right  Hypocondrium  fome- 
times  pungent  like  that  of  pleurify,  but 
more  frequently  obtufe  ;  a  pain  reaching  to 
the  clavicle  and  top  of  the  right  fhoulder  ; 
a  difficulty  of  lying  on  the  left  fide,  Dif- 
pncead,  dry  cough;  vomiting  and  hick  up. 

G.  XVIII.  Splenitis.  Pyrexia,  tenfion 
heat  and  fwelling  of  the  left  Hypocon- 
drium, the  pain  encreafing  by  preffure, 
without  the  figns  of  Nephritis. 

G.  XIX.  Nephritis.  Pain  in  the  region  of 
the  kidney,  often  following  the  courfe  of 
the  ureter,  frequent  making  of  water,  ei- 
ther thin  or  colourlefs,  or  very  red,  vo- 
miting, ftupor  of  the  thigh  ;  with  a  re- 
traction or  pain  of  the  tefticle  of  the  fame 
fide. 

The  fpecies  are, 

I.  Idiopathic  fpontaneous. 

II.  Symtomatic. 

G.  XX.  Cyjiitis,  Pyrexia,  pain  and  fwelling 
of  the  Hypochondrium,  frequent  and  pain- 
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rul  making  of  water  or  IfchuriaandTe:. 
mus. 

The  fpeebs  are. 

I.  Thofe  ariling  from  internal  caufes. 

ir.  Thofe  from  external  caufes. 

G.  XXr.  Hylteritis,  Pyrexia,  heat,  ter.fi- 
on,  fwclling  and  pain,  of  the  Hypogaftri- 
um,  the  03  Uteri  painfal,  when  touched, 
vomiting. 

G.  XXrr.  Rhtumatifmu: ,  a  difeafe  arifinc- 
from  an  external  and  frequently  very  evi- 
dent caufes,  pyrexia,  pain  about  the  joints, 
frequently  purfuing  the  courfe  of  the 
mufcles,  infefling  the  knees  snd  other 
large  joints,  rather  than  thofe  of  the  feet 
or  hands ;  increafed  by  external  heat. 

The  fpecies  are  either  Idiopathic  or  Cymto- 
mafic.     The  former  varies  in  fituation. 

A.  In  the  mufcles  of  the  Loins. 

B.  In  the  Mufcles  of  the  Coxendix. 

C.  In  the  Mufcles  of  the  Breaft. 
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XXII L     Odontalgia,   a  rheumatifm  of 
the  jaw  j  from  a  caries  cf  the  teeth. 

G.  XXIv.  Podagra.  An  hereditary  Dit- 
eafe,  ajifing  without  a.:y  evident  extent! 
caufe,  but  for  the  moft  part  preceeded  by 
an  unufualaffe&ion  of  the  ftomaeh,  pyrexia, 
pain  of  the  joint,  for  the  moft  part  of  th? 
great  toe  of  the  foot,  but  certainly  infeft- 
ing  chiefly  the  wrifts  and  ankles,  return- 
ing by  intervals,  and  often  attended  with 
affections  of  the  ftomach  and  other  inter- 
na! parts. 

I.  Podagra  (regularis)  with  a  pretty  violent 
Inflammation  of  the  joints,  remaining'  for 
fome  days,  and  by  degrees  going  off  with 
iwelling,  itching,  defquanwion  or  the  af- 
fected part. 

II.  Podagra  (atonica)  with  atony  of  the 
ftomach  or  fome  other  Internal  part, 
and  either  without  the  uiual  inflammation  of 
the  joints  or  only  with  flight  and  wander- 
ing pains,  and  frequently  alternated  with 
dyfpepfia,  or  other  fymptoms  of  Atony. 
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NT.  Podagra  (retrograda)  the  inflamma- 
tion of  the  joints  fuddenly  receding, 
and  an  atony  of  the  ftomach  and  other  parts 
immediately  following.  IV.  Podagra 
(aberrans)  with  the  inflammation  of  an  in- 
ternal part,  either  preceding  or  not,  fud- 
denly receding  an  inflapimatiooofthejoints. 

G.  XXV.  Arthropuofis.  deep,  obtufe,  and 
long  continued  pains  of  the  joints  or  muf- 
cular  parts,  frequently  following  contuli- 
on,  with  either  no  fwelling,  or  a  moderate 
and  diffufed  one  ;  no  phlogofis,  pyrexia, 
at  fir  ft  gentle,  afterwards  Hettic,  and  at 
length  an  impofthume. 

Order.  IN.  Exanthemata.  Contagious 
difeafes,  affecting  a  perfon  only  once  in 
their  life,  beginning  with  fever  ;  after  a 
certain  time  appear  phlogofes,  for  the 
moft  part  fmall  and  in  confiderable  num- 
ber and  difperfed  over  the  flcin. 

G.  XXVI.    Variola,  a  contagious  Synocha 

with  vomiting  and  pain  on  prefling  the 

epigaftrium.  On  the  third  day  begins,  and 

on  the  fifth  is  finiflied,  the  eruption  of  in- 
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flammatory  puftules,  which  fuppuratc  in 
the  fpace  of  eight  days,  and  at  lait  go  off  in 
crufts ;  frequently  leaving  deprefled  ci- 
catrice or  Pockpits  in  the  fltin. 

The  Species  arc. 

I.  Variola  (difcreta)  with  few,  diftinct,  turg- 
id puilules,  having  circular  bafes,  the  fe- 
ver ceafing  immediately  after  the  eruption. 

II.  Variola  (confluens)  with  numerous  con- 
fluent, irregular  fhaped  puftules,  flaccid, 
and  little  elevated;  the  fever  remaining 
after  the  eruption. 

G.  XXVII.  Varicella,  Synocha,  papuloe 
breaking  out  after  afliort  fever  fimilar  to 
thofe  of  the  Small  Pox,  but  hardly  ever 
coming  to  Suppuration,  after  a  few  days 
going  of  in  fmall  fcales  ;  never  leaving  any 
mark. 

G.  XXVIII.  Rubeola,  a  contagious  Syno- 
cha, with  fneezing,  epiphora  and  dry  hoarie 
cough,  on  the  fourth  day  or  a  little  later, 
break  forth,  fmall  cluttered,  and  fcarce 
elevated  papulaj,  after  three  days  going  off 
in  very  fmall  branny  fcales . 
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The  Species  are. 

I.  Rubeola  (vulgaris)  with  very  frnall  con- 
fluent corymbofc  papulce,  fcarce  rifing 
above  the  flcin,  varying. 

I.  In  the  fymptoms  being  more  fevere,  and 
the  courfeof  the  difeafelefs  regular. 

z.  In  being  accompanied  with  a  quinfy. 

3.  With  a  putrid  diathefis. 

II  Rubeola  (variolodes)  with  diftinft  papu- 
lce raifed  above  the  flcin. 

G.  XXIX.  Scarlatina,  a  contagious  Syno- 
cha,  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  difeafe  the 
face  fwells  a  little,  at  the  fame  time  an  uni- 
verfal  rednefs  occupies  the  Skin  in  large 
fpots,  at  length  running  together, '  after 
three  days  going  off  in  branny  fcales,  fre- 
quently fucceeded  by  an  Anafarca. 

The  Species  are. 

I.  Scarlatina  (fimplex)  not  accompanied 
with  Cynanche. 
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II.  Scarlatina  (Cynanchica)  with  an  ulcerous. 
Cynanche. 

G.  XXX.  Pettis,  an  exceedingly  contagi- 
ous Typhus,  with  the  higheftdibility.  On 
an  uncertain  day  Buboes  and  carbuncles 
brsak  forth,  It  is  various  in  degree,  but 
the  fpecies  are  uncertain. 

G.  XXXI.  Eryfipelas,  a  Synocha  of  two 
or  three  days,  for  the  moll  part  attended 
with  drowfinefs.  often  with  a  delirium.  In 
ibme  part  of  the  Skin,  moft  frequently  the 
face,  appears  a  phlogofis  erythema. 

The  Species  are 

I.  Eryfipelas  (veficulofum)  with  erythema 
redneis,  creeping, occupyinga large  fpace 
and  in  fome  parts  ends  in  large  Blifter3. 

II.  Eryfipelas  (phlyclaenodes)  with  an 
erythema  formed  of  a  number  of  papillce 
chiefly  occupying  the  trunk  of  the  Body, 
ending  in  phly&aena:  or  fmall  Blifttrs. 

The  difeafe  is  alfo  fymptomatic. 
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G.  XXXII,  Miliaria,  Synochus,  with  an- 
xiety, frequent  fighing,  fcetid  fweat,  and 
points  on  the  Skin.  On  an  uncertain  day  of 
the  difeafe  break  out  red,  fmall,  diflinft 
papulae,  fpread  over  the  whole  body  as  well 
as  the  Face,  the  Apices  of  which  after  one 
or  two  days,  become  very  (mall,  white 
puftules  remaining  for  a  fticrt  time. 

G.  XXXIII.  Urticaria.  An  amphcmeri- 
na  fever,  on  the  fecond  day  of  the  difeafe, 
red  fpots  refembling  the  flinging  of  net- 
tles almoft  vanilhing  during  the  day,  but 
returning  in  the  evening,  with  the  fever, 
and  after  a  few  days  going  ofFall  together 
in  very  fmall  fcales. 

G.  XXXIV.  Pemphigus,  a  contagious 
Typhus,  on  the  firft,  fecond,  or  third  day 
of  the  difeafe,  Bliflers  breakout  in  feverai 
parts  of  the  body,  of  the  bignefs  of  a  bean, 
remaining  for  many  days,  and  at  laft  pour- 
ing out  a  thin  ichor. 

G.  XXXV.  Aphtha.  Synochus,  the  tongue 
fomewhat  fwelled  and  of  a  livid  colour,  as 
well  as  the  fauces,  efchars  firft  appearing 
in  the  fauces,  but  at  length  occult  and  oc- 
cupying  the  whel?   internal  part  of  the 
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mouth,  of*  white  colour,  fometimea  dif- 
tinft,  often  running  together,  quickly 
growing  again  when  taken  off,  and  re- 
maining for  an  uncertain  time.

G.  CXVIII.  Ephidrofis.  a  preternatural 
evacuation  of  fweat. 

Symptomatic  ephidrofis  vary  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  difeafe  which  they  accom- 
pany, the  different  nature  of  the  fweat  it- 
felf,  andfometimes  the  different  parts  of 
the  body  which  fweats  moft. 

G.  CXIX.  Epiphora,  a  flux  of  the  lacry- 
mai  humour.

G.  CXXI.  Enurefis.  an  involuntary  flux  of 
urine  without  pain.

Gonorrhoea  (mucofa,  in  which,  after  an 
impure  gonorrhoea,  a  mucous  humour  flows 
from  the  urethra  with  little  or  no  dyfuria. 

4.  Gonorrhoea  (Iaxorum)  in  which,  an  hu- 
mour for  the  moft  part  pellucid,  without 
any  erection  of  the  penis,  but  with  a  pro- 
penfity  to  venery,  flows  from  the  urethra 
while  the  perfon  is  awake.

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5.  Gonorrhoea  (dormicnthin)  in  which  the 
feminal  liquor  is  thrown  out,  with  eredion 
and  defire  of  venery,  in  thofc  who  arc 
a  fieep  and  have  lafcivious  dreams. 

V.  Epifchefes,  fuppreffions  of  eva- 
cuations. 

G.  CXXIII.  Obligation,  the  ftools  eithe* 
fupprefied,  or  flower  than  ufual.

1.  Obftipatio  (debilium)  in  lax,  weak,  and 
for  the  moil  part  dyfpeptic  perfons. 

2.  Obftipatio  (rigidorum)  in  people  whofe 
fibres  are  rigid,  and  frequently  of  a  Hy- 
pecotfdriac  difpofition.
